The reply filed on 9/8/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The 
examiner asked applicant to review the claims for informalities. However, there are still informalities in, for example, claims 6 and 
34. Specifically the limitation "a flag indicating whether or not an intensity of light for recording can be adjusted on the basis of a 
correlation between an asymmetry value and the intensity of light for recording on the occasion of recording of information is 
recorded" is unclear and needs to be changed. The examiner requests that the applicant review the claims for any more possible 
informalities.
